SCHOOL BUS SAFETY TIPS

From your Delaware City Police Department

Be alert and slow down when driving in neighborhoods with school zones.

Watch for children walking, playing or assembling near bus stops. Children arriving late for the bus may dart into the street
without looking for traffic.

Obey the school bus laws in your State, as well as the flashing light signal systems used on school buses.

Flashing yellow lights indicate the bus is preparing to stop to load or unload children. Motorists should slow down and prepare
to stop their vehicles.

Flashing red lights and extended stop arms indicate the bus has stopped and children are getting on or off. Motorists must stop
their cars and wait until the red lights stop flashing, the extended stop arm is withdrawn, and the bus begins moving before they
can start driving again

Tips for Caregivers and Students:

Arrive at the bus stop at least 5 minutes before the bus is scheduled to arrive. Stand at least three giant steps (6 feet) away from
the curb. The bus stop is not a place to run or play.

When the school bus arrives, wait until the bus comes to a complete stop, the door opens, and the driver says it is okay before
approaching the bus door. Use the handrails to avoid falling.

Never walk behind a school bus. Walk on a sidewalk or along the side of the street. Cross the street in front of the bus with at
least five giant steps (10 feet) between the front of the bus and you. Make eye contact with the bus driver before crossing to

TIPS: GETTING DARK EARLIER

Autumn has arrived and with it are longer and darker evenings. Soon it will be dark when school finishes and, while this is nothing to worry
about, there are safety measures that all parents and childminders should follow. Here are 10 tips to keep your kids safe during the dark
evenings:

Walking home

Stay on the phone -Staying on the phone to a parent, friend or sibling is a good way for a child to stay safe when they are walking home
from school or after-school activities. This way someone will know where they are at all times. If your child is aware of someone approach-
ing they can say “I’'m at,” name the location, “and will be home in two minutes.”

Walk in groups -Walking in groups of two or more is a great way to stay safe. Talk to other parents and neighbors to find out who your child
can walk home with. This way, if a child falls and grazes its knee, for example, they will have friends to help them home.

Know the area -Your son or daughter should only walk well-trodden routes that are firmly ingrained in their minds. It is a route they should
have walked many times with parents or childminders before setting out on their own. Their route should only go through well-lit areas,
where possible. Ideally, it will be a busy route with lots of people around. Of course, this is not possible in all suburban areas, so make sure
your child knows to stick to the path you have decided together.

No headphones-Instruct your child not to wear headphones on their walk home. With their hearing unencumbered they will better hear
approaching traffic, bicycles and pedestrians. Their road safety awareness will also be better if they are not distracted by music or podcasts.
Reflective gear - Invest in illuminating/reflective wearables for your child. Wrist bands, ankle bands and strips on their schoolbags are effec-
tive ways of ensuring your child is visible in the dark.

Have an emergency plan - Make sure your children know what to do in an emergency. Save the emergency response numbers in their
phone and tell them who to call if they witness an accident or find themselves in a dangerous situation.

Yard Waste Recycling collection is also on Mondays and is done by The Cutting Edge. Please do not put yard waste
in the trash cart. The City will collect for free: grass clippings, shrubs and tree trimmings. A fee will be charged for
quantities measuring more than 4’x3’x8‘. Please make sure your branches and shrubs are bundled so a man can
pick it up. If your yard waste material is excessive, you will need to contact someone to remove it privately. Leaves
will be vacuumed from October through December on Mondays. If the amount of leaves are too many for a 1 day

Trash collection is once per week on Mondays. Delaware City contracts for trash collection with a private company,
currently GFL. Each property is issued a 96-gallon cart. All garbage must be bagged and must fit in (or on) the cart.
Large quantities that don’t fit in the cart or large items such as furniture and appliances are subject to a Bulk Item
Price Sheet, Contact Waste Industries directly at (302) 378-5400 to arrange for a large item pick-up.

FLOOD HAZARD AREAS
Delaware Ciy is vulnersble to coastal storms and floading, A significant
percentage of the town is becated within the FEMA defined 1% chance flood
plain. These areas are noted & Zone AE on the FEMA flood map and are
particularly susceptible to flooding.

Flash-fleoding is the general type of flooding caused by the Canal. For
Delaware City, flooding will eocur if there is a storm surge o if two of mere
high tides take place without an intervening ebb tide.

All development within the AE floodplain (1% chance) (ool just construstion
of buildings, but filling, excavition, fences, ctc.) is required io obtaina
Delaware City Building and Floodplain Permit. Applications must be made
prior to doing any work in a foodplam area. Please contact Town Hall to
recerve all the information you will need in order to propesly develop in the
floodplain ot {302) 8344573, You may report any illegal development
activities 10 the above number as well,

SUBSTANTIAL IMPROVEMENT/ DAMAGE
The NFIP requires that if the cost of improvements to a
building or the cost to repair damages (from any cause)
to a building exceeds 50% of the market value of the
building (excluding land value), the entire building
must be brought up to current floodplain management
standards. Building improvement projects include
exterior and interior remodeling, rehabilitation,
additions and repairs and reconstruction projects,
Please contact Town Hall at (302) 834-4573 for further
information.

FLOOD INSURANCE

If you das not have flood insurance, talk to your inswrznce agent, Most
homeowner's insurnce policies do not cover damage from Aoods, Flood
insurance is only available to those panticipating communities in the National
Flood nsurance Program (WFIF). B of our Reodpl ent
programs that attempt to protect us from the multiple Mooding bazands,
Délaware City is part of the NFIP and thus, residents are ahle to obtain flood
insurance, Additionally, becanse Dielaware City participates in FEMA's
CRS pmgmm, flood insemnce premiums are discounted.
Be sure to check your policy 1o ensane you have adequate coverage. Usually
these policies cover the building structure, but not the contents. Contents
coverage can also be oblaimed by asking, Thers is a 30-day wailing period
before Movd insurance coverage becomes effective. Plan ahead; do not wait
until 2 flood s predicted before purchasing flood insurance. If you are
Building inside the floodplain, the purchase of flood insurance 15 mandatory
if using a federally regulated insured bank for a loan.

NATURAL & BENEFICIAL FUNCTIONS
Floodplains play a vahssble role in providing natural and beneficial functions
to the area around, and including, Delaware City, Floodplains that are
relatively undisturbed provide a wide range of benefits to both human and
natural systems. These benefits provide sesthelic plexsure as well as
function to provide active processes such as filtering nutrems. Parts of bath
the Old Canal and Dragon Run flocdplain arc used as a means to filter farm
chemical run-off so that thess areas can maintain bio-diversity and
ecosystem sustamnability. Both floodplains contain historic and
archealogical sites that provide opportunity for education and study. Both
enhance waterfow], fish and other wildlifc habitats and provide

feeding/breeding grounds. And kasily, bath floodplains provide natural
erasion control and open space s further flooding damage does not oceur.
DRAINAGE SYSTEM MAINTENANCE
As simple as it may sound, simply keeping smaller ditches and streams, free
of debris can dramatically improve the rn-off capacity of low-lying areas, as
well as greatly reduce the soenmrence blockage that significantly mu‘n‘bum
to flooding.

FLOOD WARNING SYSTEM
Many times, flonding along the 01d Canal and Dragon Fun within Delaware
City an be predicted days in advance, glving armgple wamning for prepamtion
and evacuation. However, in the event of & flash flood due to a large rain
evenl, you may be the first to notice the onsoming sitetion and have only
bours to execute your plan. If you have already done so, sign up for CODE
RED to receive an automated phone call or text message, your choice. You
can sign up for the CODE RED program af

instructions.

Diclaware City participates in the Natioral Flood Insurance Program (NFIP),
Propetics in the AE flood plain are subject o repulation under the Delaware
City Flood Plain Ordinance {Chapter 48 of the City Code), which mests
FEMA requirements for the NFIP. These regulations are designad to save
lives and reduce property losses when flooding occurs. Without aceess to the
NFIF, property owners would find flood insurance to be prohibitively
expersave, if available at all. Special rules apply for development in the food
plain, inclading minimum floor elevation and hydrostaric venting of
foundations. A FEMA elevation certificate is required for all new
comstruction and "significant improvements” in the fleod zene. In additon,
no filling or grading may take place within the flood plain without a permit
from the City. You can come to Town Hall, 407 Clinton Street, to get an
Elevation Certificate application and instructions on how to fill it ot or you
can vigit www delawargity delaware pov or www foma gov, Any resident
in need of a copy of the elevation certificate for flomd nsurance for their
residence can cheek with Town Hall 1o see if there 5 one on fike pricr to
contacting an enginesr or surveyor.
